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men have to answer for in the odium and prejudice 
which their unreasonable career has brought upon 
the good cause! 


HOW TO ABOLISH SLAVERY ! 


At the clerical meeting, held in Boston during the 
anniversary week, expressly to discuss the subject 
of slavery— 

‘Mr. Gannett said he did not object to any pri- 
vate interest in this question of slavery; he did not 
even rise to say that it should not be made a topic 
of discussion in the pulpit, if any minister was so in- 
clined; but he did strongly object to, and protest 
against, all public debate upon it, and especially any 
and all associated action against it. Sitence, he 
said, on this subject, is our duty. The evil is ata 
distance from us, and our interference can only make 
it worse. Moreover, there cannot be any mistake 
at the South, as to what are the views of Christians 
at the North respecting slavery. Brought up, as we 
are here, in the midst of Christian institutions and 
influences, the South must take it for granted that 
the Northern sentiment is right in this matter 
They know our views. Why then should we ex- 
press them ? Slavery is almost altogether wrong; 
in principle it is atrocious; and Christianity, in its 
progress through the world, will undoubtedly sub- 
vert slavery. Nevertheless, Christianity and slavery 
may dwell together in peace, at least ‘emporarily. 
Among the Christian saints, on earth, no doubt 
there are Christian slaveholders. 

Mr, Gannett enlarged on the mischievous conse- 
duences of the Anti-Slavery movement, both at the 
South and North. As tothe South, he said, we vow 
see men and ministers there taking positions in de- 
fence of the rightfulness of slavery, which they nev- 
er would have taken, had it not been for the preju- 
dices which that movement instilled. 
continue to be made. And above all, the move- 
ment, begun in Virginia and other States, many 
years ago, in behalf of Emancipation, has been 
sloppy d. 

The evil consequences produced at the North, as 
specified by Mr. Gannet, were briefly these. 

1. Distrust of the clergy, and abuse of the Church. 

2. Deterioration of moral sentiment, on account 
of said abuse and distrust, imputation of bad mo- 
tives, &e, 

3. Actual disruption of Ecclesiastical bodies, as 
the Baptist, Methodist, Presbyterian. 

1. Hostility to the Union, and attempts to dissolve 
it. He regarded it as one of our first duties to sus- 
tain the Union. Its dissolution would be the de- 


struction of the hopes of the friends of freedom, not 


in this country alone, but throughout the world. It 
would also be most disastrous to the cause of peace.’ 


Azo.itionism—The Washington Constitution 
has the following under the head of ‘Signs of the 
Times’: 

‘ The restless and fiendish spirit of Abolitionism 
is stillengaged in its destructive Jabors, Passing 
over the many outrages which it has at various times 
committed upon sections, classes, and individuals, 
we may notice that the most recent result of its ef- 
forts is the division of the Baptist and Methodist 
Churches, the proceedings in relation to which may 
be found in another portion or our paper of to-day. 
This has not been a sudden and impulsive thing. 
It is the consequence of a long series of acts and 
efforts impinging upon the rights and feelings of 
the Southern members of both these churches, 
which it is now avowed by many at the North were 
intended, not only to divide the churches, but to 
dissolve the Union. This fanatical and destructive 
spirit shows, by its declarations and its acts, that it 
would at the same moment destroy that consecra- 
ted and glorious system of government which piety 
and patriotism have erected as an asylum and pro- 
tection to the oppressed of the whole earth, and 
also overthrow the organizations of the Christian 
Church, and as far as possible blot out all the social 
enjoyments of the Christian religion itself. Not 
only do the past acts of these incendiary fanat- 
ics show these purposes, but their most recent pub- 
lic moverments are emphatically intended to pro- 
duce that result,’ 








cording to all accounts, the newspaper movement, 
started by Mr, Clay, seems to be comprised of equal 
slices of philanthropy—infidelity—christianity--abo- 
lition---fol-de-rol and folly.

do they deem it humiliating to have to learn at the 
| school of abolitionists—-those hated enthusiasts— 
| who desire to turn the world upside down by elevating 
black men to their natural and just rights; nor can 
they condescend to learn from those abolitionists, 
who on other subjects think so differently from them ! 
But we have not yet arrived at that era when all 
men will think alike—nor is it likely we shall soon, 
especially while the persecuting spirit for difference 
of opinion prevails and is encouraged. As well may 
we insist for a similarity of features and complexion. 
Even the British and Foreign A. S. Reporter seem in 
their last number (May 28) to countenance these 
views, and speak of two anti-slavery societies, whose 
respectability they measure, not by their actions, but 
by their opmions—a very uncertain test, at the best, 
I should think, and rather different, I presume, from 
the scripture one, (‘by their fruits ye shall know

| We, the undersigned, Inhabitants of , Mem- 
bers and Office-bearers of the Congregation of. ; 
desire hereby to call your attentlon to a subject in 
which we have long felt a deep interest, persuaded 
| that our Memorial cannot be in vain, and that our 
appeal will find a response in the hearts of many 
thousands among you, equally desirous with our- 
selves to remove every stain from the Christian 
name, 

We have reason to know that Negro Slavery has 
been long incorporated with the lustitutions and 
Laws of America—that many devoted men have 
labored both to mitigate its horrors, and uproot its 
existence, by asserting Freedom to be the birth- 

jright of every human being who lives upon our 
| earth—and that the question of Abeclition or Anti- 
| Abolition is, and must be, of growing interest to 
| your entire nation. Without attempting to disprove 
that Slaves may, in some eases, be more comforta- 
bly provided for, in temporal necessities, than many 
|free men‘in Other lands, we have evidence, undis- 
| puted and incontrovertible, that millions of our fel- 
low-creatures are held and used as property, and as 
such, subjected to treatment both arbitrary and 
cruel—a system which no legislature can maintain 
‘or connive at, without incurring guilt, which must 
one day be written in the heaviest national judg- 
ments. 
| Itis not, however, as political agitators, but as 
Christian men to Christian men, that we appeal to 
|you. However God may have winked at times of 
ignorance, or at deeds abhorrent to a holy and be- 
neyolent mind, and however His providence may 
seem to have permitted a portion of mankind to 
| be subjected to servitude, there is but one system 
| of justice taught in his Holy Oracles—one kind of 
humanity, benevolence, and mercy, incumbent on 
all who love Him, and to be administered to all 
|men in the name of Jesuy Christ our Lord. These 
are the principles of His Word, and common to 
every dispensation and every age. We have no 
| wish, brethren, to speak unadvisedly or harshly, but 
|we have no conception of the Christianity under 
which immortal beings are bought and sold, held 
land reputed as goods and chattels—immortal be- 
ings capable of the faith and hope of the Gospel, 
‘and for whom we are bound to seek the salvation 
that is in Christ Jesus, with eternal Glory. 
| Jn our own name, therefore, and confident that 
many thousands of persons, of the religious denom- 
inations to which we respectively belong, fully sym- 
pathize with us, we tender this earnest remon- 
strance, resolving to give all possible effect to the 
following positions, from our deep conviction of 
their truth: viz.— 
| Ist, That in the language of the General Assem- 
‘bly of the Presbyterian Church of America, adopted 
in 1794, we regard all ‘ who are concerned in bring- 
|ing any of the lruman race into slavery, or in retain- 
ing them in it—all who keep, sell, or buy slaves, as 
| man-stealers, guilty of the highest kind of theft, and 
as sinners of the first rank.’ 
| 2d, That we cannot recognise as Evangelical 
Christians worthy of our fellowship, in any matter 
‘that affects the glory of Christ, any society-of men, 
| either wholly or partly composed of those who keep, 
‘sell, or buy slaves: And whereas some, ——— 
high and sacred offices in America, are concern 
,both in bringing their fellow-men to Slavery, and 
retaining them in it, such men are, in our estimation, 
| totally unworthy of being accounted either members, 
elders, or ministers of the Church of Christ. 
| 3d, That so far as we have opportunity, we shall 
| resist every attempt to hold intercourse either in the 
Preaching of the Word, the Dispensation of Ordi- 
| nances, Or sitting in our Religious Courts, with such 
| Ministers and Churches in rica, or any part 
ithe World, as hold property in Slaves, or tolerate 
| this wickedness, so productive of other abominations 
| within their Pale; and 
-Lastly, That we cordially sympathize with those 
| Ecclesiastical bodies which exe 
from their communion; we would fervently bid 
| them ‘God speed’ in their endeavors to separate 
| Slavery from Christianity, in name and appearance, 
as it is essentially separate in fact, and to hold it up 
to the scorn and execration of mankind. 

This Memorial and Remonstrance we affection- 
,ately submit to your prayerful consideration, join- 
ing with it our pra you, that in every exer- 
tion for the glory of God, and the benefit of man, 
‘the God a Father of our Lord Jesus Christ ma. 
bless you with all spiritual blessings in heavenly 
places in Christ. 
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much dishonored, and by which such multitudes of 
the human family are ruined for time aud eternity. 

1. That slaveholding and slave-trading, as sane- 
tioned by law, and practised iu the United States 
of America, by which men are ‘ deemed, taken, re- 
puted, and adjudged to be chattels personal in the 
hands of their masters and possessors, to all intents 
and purposes whatsoever,’—by which all the ordi- 
nances of God, in regard to marriage and other fam- 
ily relations, are disregarded and trampled under 
foot, and persons bound together by the tenderest 
ties, husbands and wives, parents and children, 
brothers and sisters, are liable to be violently torn 
asunder at any moment—by which these same im- 
mortal beings are, by penal laws and wicked usa- 
ges, shut out from the means of education, and thus 
debarred from the privilege of reading God’s holy 
word, and from becoming acquainted with the bles- 
sed Redeemér, and ‘the only way of salvation 
through his precious blood,—and by which the 
nameless horrors implied in the distinction between 
the slave-breeding and slave-consuming States are 
permitted and openly practised, are sins of enor- 
mous magnitude in the sight of God, and ought to 
be avoided and condemned as such by all Christian 
men. 

2. That persons wilfully continuing in these sin- 
ful practices, notwithstanding the light of the gos- 
pel shining around them, are unworthy of admis- 
sion to Christian privileges in any department of the 
church of Christ; and that any church receiving 
such persons into full communion, holding them as 
Christian brethren not walking disorderly, or ad- 
mitting them to office, is partaker of their sins, up- 
holding the cause of the oppressor against the op- 
pressed, and bringing dishonor on the blessed 
name and holy religion of the divme Redeemer, 

3. That the churches of the United States of 
America, of different denominations, with some 
honorable exceptions, are, to a large extent, guilty 
in this matter—not raising any faithful testimony 
against the essential sinfulness of the slaveholding 
system, or employing such means as they ought for 
its destruction,—treely admitting to full commun- 
ion, and even to office as ministers in the church, 
persons wilfully continuing in slaveholding and 
slave-trading practices, as well.as many of the vic- 
tims of their oppression, who are utterly disquali- 
fied for the enjoyment of Christian fellowship, be- 
ing kept in ignorance, and deeply sunk in licen- 
tiousness and other degrading vices ;—and even vin- 
dicating the lawfulness of American slavery, and for 
this purpose perverting the word of God, which 
classes man-stealers with murderers of fathers and 
murderers of mothers, with whoremongers, and 
liars, and perjured persons, and which, in its whole 
scope and spirit and tendency, condemns the spirit 
of slavery, and proclaims the law of love—thus 
lending their influence and employing the authority 
of the Christian name, to uphold the whole system, 
with all its essential abominations, from generation 
to generation, to the end of time,—all which evils 
are greatly aggravated in the case of the largest 
sections of the Presbyterian church, by the fact that 
they at one time adopted and avowed a sound 
confession of scriptural truth in reference to these 
matters, which they have since deliberately aban- 
doned. 

4... That all attempts to.vindicate the conduct of 
the American churches, in such course of procedure, 
are unworthy and unavailing,—that to admit that 
American slaveholding is a great sin, and yet to 
maintain that those who wilfully continue in it may 
be warrantably received to the full enjoyment of 
Christian fellowship, is to lay down a principle 
which, carried out consistently, would render it 
warrantable to admit to the communion of the 
Church, all classes of transgressors whatsoever ; 
and that the attempt to vindicate such fellowship 
from the fact that there were ‘believing masters’ 
in the Church of Christ in the days of the apostles, 
is equally unavailing, inasmuch as it would be nec- 
essary for this purpose to prove that the circum- 
stances of these ‘ believing masters’ were parallel 
to those of American slaveholders, and also to prove 
that the relation between these ‘believing masters’ 
and their ‘ servants, and sanctioned by the apostles, 
was of the same kind as that which exists between 
American slaveholders and their slaves, whom they 
hold as chattels personal to all intents and purposes 
whatsoever, or, at least, to prove that the resem- 
blance, in relation both to the circumstances and 
the relationship, is so near, as to warrant the con- 
clusion, that if these ‘believing masters’ were ad- 
mitted to the fellowship of the Church, so ought 
American slaveholders at the present time ; where- 
as it appears to this Court, that the circumstances in 
the days of the apostles were exceedingly different ; 
and, moreover, that it is a gross perversion of the 
word of God, to represent the conduct of Ameri- 
can slaveholders, or the charaeter of American sla- 
very, as at all consistent with those divine instruc- 
tions which were given for the direction of masters 
in their duties towards their servants, and which, 
by their Christian profession, they brought them- 
selves under obligation to obey. It was said to 
them by Divine authority, ‘ Masters, give unto your 
servants that which is just and equal; knowing that 
ye also have a Master in heaven ;’ and, again, ‘Ve 
masters, do the same things unto them, forbearing 
threatening, knowing that your master also is in 
heaven; neither is there respect of persons with 
him ? thus setting forth the duty of Christian mas- 
ters to their servants in every age ; and we know, on 
the same authority, that if any man did not obey 
the word of God by his inspired servants, the 
Church was required to ‘note that man, and to have 
no company with him, that he might be ashamed.’ 

5. That it is felt by this Court, as matter of grat- 
itude to God, that the Reformed Presbyterian 
Church in America, the successors in that land of 
Scottish martyrs, did, at the commencement of the 
present century, judicially condemn the practice of 
slavery,—and that, so far as known to this Court, 
there is not and cannot be a slaveholder in the com- 
munion of the Reformed Presbyterian Church.

AMERICAN SLAVERY. 
To the Editor of the Stirling Journal and Advertiser. 

Sin—My attention has just pow been attracted to 
a letter in the Stirling Observer of this date, signed 
a ‘Free Churchman,’ in which sewer, Lhave no 
hesitation in saying, the writer displays great igno- 
rance on the subject of slavery in the Southern 
States of North America, together witha manifest 
inclination to cover with his shield or mantle’an un- 
fortunate and gri¢vous error in the Free Church 
of Scotland, in receiving contributions from slave- 
owners in. these States. Ido most sincerely and 
conscientiously believe, that that religious body will 
never prosper until they have removed the ‘ accurs- 
ed thing’ from amongst them; not, indeed, by now 
sending back the money so obtamed, for that would, 
perhaps, be impracticable, but by expressing, as a 
body metiu General Assembly, their sorrow for.the 
sinful error committed in receiving sueh aid from 
those holding the bodies of their fellow-men in bond- 
age,and making a traffic of them. 

I have had, Sir, much experience in regard to 
slavery, both in the West Indies aud Bahama Islands, 
the latter almost within sight of the States alluded 
to. I chanced to be for several years acting as a 
magistrate over many thousands of the slaves, or lat- 
terly apprentice population of these colonies, and, 
from frequent intercourse with the States referred to, 
I am well informed as to the horrible system of sla- 
very carried on in the Southern States :—in compar- 
ison of which, slavery in the West Indies, even in 
the worst of times, was mildness itself. I may also 
add,that whenever any of the black population of the 
Bahamas had occasion to visit these Southern ports, 
they were not permitted to land, but were seized 
on board of their respective vessels, and forthwith 
carried to prison, and there confined until their ves- 
sels were on the eve of sailing—evidently with the 
view of preventing any intercourse with the slave 
population of these States—although the masters 
used to assign a more plausible reason for it, On 
the return of these black mariners from these States, 
where they often went with their pine apple cargoes, 
and other articles of commerce, they used to speak 
with horror of the cruel manner in which the slaves 
were treated there. I could add much on this head ; 
nor do J think that Mr. Wright’s statement is at all 
exaggerated. Youare at perfect liberty to give my 
name and designation to any respectable person who 
may deem it worth while to make enquiry about it.

SUPPRESSION OF SUNDAY SCHOOLS FOR OCOL- 
ORBD OHILDREN. 


The article which we published on Saturday, from 
the Richmond Whig, pronouncing Sunday Schools 
inconsistent with the ‘condition’ of slaves, called 
out explanatory communications, one of them being 
from the Reetor of St. James Church. One or ure 
Sunday Schools complained of, belonged to his 
Church. The Rector’s communication, from which 
we take an extract, shows that his School was not 
obnoxious to the charge of learning negroes to read 
or write: 


To tne Epirors oF THe Wuie: 

Gentlemen—My attention has just been called to 
the communication of ‘ A Citizen,’ in your daily pa- 
per of June 3d. The author of that communication 
expresses his ‘surprise’ at the existence of Sabbath 
Schools for the instruction of our colored classes; 
and asks ‘those concerned in the matter to give in- 
formation to community’ how far, and under what 
‘restrictions’ they are to be taught. The subscriber 
therefore informs all whom it may concern, that they 
| will be taught in exact accordance with, and under the 
|‘ restrictions’ imposed by our laws-—(See Tate's Di- 
|gest: ch. Slaves, Free Negroes, and Mulattoes ; art. 
|18; sec. 15.) They will not be taught to read or 
write. That, from the first, was publicly disclaimed. 
| They will, exclusively, be taught orally ;—they will 
| be taught the great truths and duties of natural and 
|revealed religion—their duties to themselves, their 
| fellow-creatures, and their Maker—those things only 
| that tend to make better men and better servants— 
| more trusty, dutiful and obedient—more virtuous and 
| pious, more useful,exemplary and happy—more what 
|all Masters wish their servants to be. They will be 
‘taught all those things, which God commands parents 
| and masters to teach their children and servants, in 
|order that they may become ‘ wise unto salvation ;’ 
j}and for the purpose of teaching which, all the Sunday 
| Schools in Christendom Fy Ben established. They 

will be taught by ‘white Teachers,’ duly ‘author- 
lized,’ ‘in the day time,’ and not at night, and for the 
jpurpose of giving that ‘religious instruction,’ for 
which, the above cited laws of the State make ‘ pro- 
! vision." THE RECTOR OF ST. JAMES. 


So it —— that even in Virginia, it is unlawfu! 
to teach slaves ‘to read or wite.’ That, from the 
first, was publicly disclaimed. ‘The object of the 
‘ Negro dondes Schools’ in Richmond, we infer 
‘from this Rector’s communication, is to make slaves 
\«more what their masters wish thenrto be.’ And 
las thiscan be done orally, without learning them 
‘to read or write,’ the masters will, doubtless, be 
satisfied. ’ 

With this pastoral explanation of the objects of 
Sunday Schools in Richmond, our solicitude upon 
the subject ceases. That system of religious instruc- 
tion which forbids its pupils the knowledge of let- 
ters, is but a mockery. And the pastor who talks 
about teaching slaves ‘the great truths and duties of
